the Dictaces of their reafons When, therefore, we 
meet with a Doctrine feemingly Incompatible to 

eafon, we fhou'd confider, that, if the nature of 
the Doctrine be fuch asto be Naturally Incompre- 
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henfible to Human Intellect, it yer May be true 
notwithftanding it’s feemingly Inconfiftency with 
reafon ; and thar, if it be plainly and clearly re- 
veal'd in the word of Truth, it advances from Poffi- 
bility to'Certainty, and not only May be" True, but 
Actually Js fo. Since, therefore, Men of Ingenui- 
ty and Reafon give up their affent to the foremen- 
tion’d Paradoxes, where they may depend upon the 
Knowledge and Integrity of the Perfons, that ad- 
vance them, fhall we have a greater regard to Man, 
who, how Learned foever, is yet our Fellow-crea- 
ture, th4nto Godour Maker ? Shall we Demur to 
to Divine Infallibiliry, and yet pay a Deference to 
Hutan Fallibiliry. What is this, but to fer the 
Creature Above the Creator,who is God over all bleffed 
for ever. But as for thofe Doctrines, which are up- 
ona Level with our Reafon, There, if they feem 
Repugnant to our reafon, we are fo far from be- 
ing oblig’d to Believe them, that on the contrary we 
are oblig’d ro fufpend our Belief of them, rill that 
feeming repugnancy be rationally remov'd. In fuch 
cafes to Believe without reafon is not Faith, but 
Weaknefs, but Infirmity, but Credulity. 

Bur as to the Myfterious Doétrines of Chriftiani- 
ty, tho’ they fhou’d feem to any one to have as Evi- 
dent Characters of Falfehood as the Arguments 
produc’d for the Authoriry of the Scriptures can 
have of Truth, there is yet a Signal, a Material 
Difference between them, fince the feeming Falfe- 
hood of the one proceeds from the Incomprehen&- 
ble nature of rhe Subject, and therefore May be 
Ocherwife notwithftanding it’s feeming Falfehood, 
and, becaufe we are favour'd with a Clear revelas 
tion of the Matter, Undoubtedly Is Otherwife ;
